Over Fifteen Hundred Votes Cast at 
the Several Polling Places. 

The Regular Nominees Elected in Each 
Case. a -No License. 

Again have '.he voters of Weymouth exerclaed one of the greatest privilege* and per¬ 
formed one of the moat important dutiea pertaining to American rillrenahlp via:—MMtn- 
bled at the several polling place* and deposited thrli ballot* for municipal oRlcera for 
another year. 

The great quadrenlal National elrctiou through which we passed in NovemlRcr ln*t 
waa an important one and the question* at Untie were hotly conteated yet in the main 
they were insignificant as compared to the more Immediate local Imucm involved in a 
Towu meeting and the transaction of Town lutslne** Monday was a typical March day. 
cold and raw. nml it may truly l*e said the mouth "came in like a lion," tinder inch con¬ 
ditions people were not abroad in large iiiiiiiImt.* and there were no crowds around the 
polling places, iu Act throughout the .lay Indication* were that the vote would bo light 
yet the voting went quietly on from Ha. iu. to 1 :d p. in. wlicn the polls were Hoard with 
an aggregate of 1.V40 votes, an exceaa of 173 over the previous year. 

The precinct officers immediately begun the w ork of flguriug.iip the result aud there 
was the usual iuterest in watching the matiuor of voting. It was again apparent that 
while the Australian ballot has the merit of being a secret one and afTording the voter 
ait opportunity to vote unhampered by the Inquisitive spectator it is yet far from being 
completely understood by many who liuve acquired the right to vote. 

In addition to the nominee* of regular caucuses there were a few names placed in the 
ticket hy nomination papers wldch made con tee ts iu a few departments. In anch In¬ 
stances we have marked the winning candidates with an x In the summary which fol 
lows. In departments where there were no contests we have placed no mark and the 
regular nominees were elected. 

. l * 10 'Ideation of license the voters took a deeper interest titan over before and there 

were fewer blauks most ballots ladng marked either Yes or No. Precincts .1 and ti, as 
last year, voting \ea while precincts I. -, 4 and 5 pulled the Town out of the hole and 
gave a majority of i:m for no license which Is n little better showing than that of last 
year.

An the hour for tin* meeting to begin 
arrived it wm noticed with regret that 
John A. Itayuiond, who for eighteen year* 
a* town elerk Iiiin calleil the meeting to 
order and read the warrant, wm absent, lie 
taiug cotillued to Ilia home with lllneNN. 
Tlie meeting wu*, however, opened nud 
John NV. Bates wus eleeled lown elerk pro 
tem and pr> eeeiled lo lead ihe war* 
rant of lifty-llve articles and under article 
one Loilis A. Cook writs elected moderator 
of the meeting. Mr. Cook accepted the 
honor with a few brief remarks and began 
hia eighth cotiaectttlve year an preaiding 
officer over the most Important meet Inga 
which the town holds. A motion wan 
made that in all debates apeukera he con- 
lined to live minutes and that no speaker 
be allowed to speak a second time on the 
same question, and the motion prevailed 
im did also a motion that the several artieles 
be taken up in their regular order in the 
warrant.

John F. Dwyer, speaking of the article 
in the warrant In regard to the report of 
the llourit ol Selectmen, or tliat of the ' 
Superintendent of Streets, read from the i 
Printed report in regard to the working of 
•’rout street and said: I would like to 
call the attention of the Seleetmen to the 
fact that I think there wus some funny 
business carried on in Ihe awardiug of that 
contract, tills alludes to the Cushings, in 
regard to which I will make a motion 
later I want that thing investigated. 1 
will s. ate us one of the bidders on that 
job, tliat none of the Cushings appeared at 
the meeting of Ihe Selectmen to find out j 
what the necessary Hpecllicuthius were 
and while I wus mi the jot* on that day I 
was told by one of tin- residents on the 
street the job was already given t*» Cush¬ 
ing ind Cummings, a fact which I proved 
to my own satisfaction by seeing Cushing I 
unit Cummings worked the job between I 
them. 

1 w ish to euy that there is u time and 1 
place for criticism and the place is noton 
the street corners or even through the 
ptihlie press. I believe if I have any criti- 
cism to make, that this is the proper place 
to do It, uml I am going to do It here to- 
lav. (Loud applause) 

The chairman. The gentleman's time

Mr. Dwyer. Am I to he cut oil ? 

The Moderator Vour time h is ex¬ 
pired. 

Nelson W. Gardner. Mr. Moderator, —1 
wish to say something in regard to the 
report of the Superintendent of Streets. 
While I do Hot criticise the Selectmen, I 
do criticise the report of the Superinteli- 
h-ut of Streets, it i* false, misleading, in- 
iletinlle and vague The words that have 
been used don't amount to much. For 
iustauce, he says tliat on Webb street they 
have completed it to a point near 1'rospeet 
street. As a matter of fact, it is resurfaced 
about ope half lie says the resurfacing 
has la*cii done. In fact he scatters a little 
gravel over it und states ill l.is report that 
it is finished so many feet. How do you 
know that you have tliat modi road com¬ 
pleted ? You would naturally suppose 
tliut a mail with hands would take a 
measure and measure off the uuiiitar of 
feet, hut iuslrad of that, he ties a rag to 
a whettl and goes along the street criss¬ 
cross ami coiiuts so many revolutions of 
the wheel aud reckons out so many feet as 
completed and reports to the town thut so 
in licit of the road is done. That is the way ( 
It is done. (Loud upplausr). Now don't 
applaud.—applause lakes just so much ol 
my time, lie lias becu unfaithful Iroiu tin

The Moderator. The gentleman's time 
h Ul expired. 

Mr. Gardner. I move to reconsider the 
motion whereby we voted to limit disrus- 
sions to five minutes. (Applause) 

The motion wus seconded ami after the 
moderator read what the previous motion 
was. exactly, via. that no voter ta allowed 
to speak more than live minute* at one 
time upon any question, or morn than once 
upon tlie same question to the exclusion of 
any other voter desiring to speak,—he put 
the motion and declared the reconsidera¬ 
tion of the previous vote carried. Then 
the question on the motion a* it was first 
made, was about to lx* put when t\ J. Mr- 
Morrow moved that the inntterta left to the 
discretion of the moderator, unless he is 
satisfied that it la the desire of the meeting 
that the speaker have hut five minutes. 

The Moderator. 1 thank the gentleman 
for the great power he deslns to thrust on 
tin* moderator, hut the moderator declines 
it absolutely because it would la* impossi¬ 
ble for him to exercise that power satis¬ 
factorily. 

John A. Connell. I move to substitute 
ten minutes for live, and Mr. Gardner sug¬ 
gested an amendment that each speaker l*e 
allowed to sneak twice, to which Mr. Con¬ 
nell objected saying that if anv speaker 
wished a second chance he could ask the 
house (or it. lie said he did not rare to 
have that amendment prevail. 

The question wus then put upon Mr. 
Connell's substitute and was carried, and 
then the notion as amended tvas voted. 

Mr. Gnrdner. How long do I understand 
tliat I hiii recognised for ’.' 

The Moderator. You are recognised for 
ten minutes uow. (Laughter) 

Mr. Gardner. In regard to this matter, 

1 say It is deliberately throwing away the 
town's money/against the wishes of the 
selectmen, against tin* wishes of the people 
ami against the wishes of his own better 
judgement. 

I will also come now to u part of l.is re¬ 
port where lie says,—Drains have l*een 
put in. at or near Mr. Slattery’s house, and 
carried across the street hi feet. This is 
of 10 inch pipe, amt I think it will take 
care of (lie water that has caused so much 

i rouble 

Gentlemen, he knows it won't. He knew 
It wouldn't when lie put it there and he 
told others it wouldn't when lie put it 
there. And yet te comes out in tliisre|Hirt 
aud says it is possible. It Is actually im¬ 
possible for w utcr to run through thatdrain 
until H runs up hill one foot. He knows 
it. When lie came Into this town he pro¬ 
posed to take a new departure and on that 
stone road rolling he knew It would take u 
steam roller to do the work. Many people 
want to sell the town a roller. The ugetit 
of one concern came here a year ago and 
offered to let a roller to the town at Shi a 
•lay uml at the end of the year the total 
hiiiii might l*o deducted from tlie cost of 
the roller if the town bought the maohinc. 

Now, a first class, new, modern roller, 
one with all the improvements, could have 
been hired for fifteen dollars a day ami all 
we hail paid during the year could have 
gone towards paying for the roller if the 
town had concluded to buy it. We have 
i>aid out SLUM). We ahould have been 
$2,7 m nearer u roller today If lie lind done 
what he had ought to have done, ami he 
ought to have known enough to do it be¬ 
cause this agent went to him—at least I am 
told that he did—und said that thut was 
the proper way to do it. Heside that, 
gentlemen, he has insulted our taard of 
selectmen tliu® aud time ugaln. I don't 
kuow as I blunt* him for that; I blame 
them for allowing him to do It. (Great 
applause which was suppressed by the 
rapping of the moderator's gavel.) 

Tlie poor men on the road huve allowed 
him to do pretty much us he would, and if 
he was here another ym . be would l*e 
using a whip. (Hisses.) They have told 
tile that they have Uot had tlie money they 
earned. And when some of the men have 
gone to him about It, he bus said ''My 
daughter is keeping account, and that has 
been settled," und I mu.v many a man iu 
this town has not received all tliut he has 
earned. Also, men come to me and tell 
me thut the book shows u larger amoutit of 
money paid than what they have received. 
Due man says "1 worked four and one-half 
•lays on the highway. I was entitled to 
aud it show* $17 on the hook." And 
tliut man's name is unlike any other name 
iu the toM'ii, and il is no use to say thut he 
has been mistaken. 1 have tukeu up some 
of your time, hut I wanted to tulk ou this 
subject. A part of tlie time be bad three 
or four men at work and be might have 
taken them. Nobody has ever ucted this 
wav iu Weymouth before, ami halay I sa.v 
lie has been unfaithful siure he came here; 
he has heeu insulting to the town officers 
umi ubusive of our «-iti/.etis ami is not here 
to unswer for himself. Why is it tliat he is 
Uot here toduy? He knew there was a 
reckoning day coming aud lie knew lie 
could not foruver uhuse our citizens, and I 
say it is high time that he was brought to 
account for it. (Loud applause.) 

The Moderator The questiou is on the 
udnptiou of the report of the hoard of 
selectmen. 

Mr. Dwyer. According lo the report l*f 
the It..utd ol selectmen, tlie superintendent 
• •f streets by our statute is putoed under 
their direction at any uud all times. They 
are accountable to this lowu for his actions. 
If you will notice by thu report you do uot 
see a great deal said iu favor or against, 
aud why is that'.' My impression is that 
the hoard of selectmen d?siru to make it as 
disagreeable as |xi**ihle to the town, as the 
superintendent of streets bus already done. 
Now. w but I state*I in relation to his work 
I will state here,—that there has been work 
doue iu Ibis towu aud luouey has tiweu 
charged up to two or three accounts. The 
town, or tile selectmen, have ullowcd $.'flK) 
for the use of a horse. 1 know that this 
man's horse was laid up aud he has got an¬ 
other Marty in this towu to get u horse to 
assist Iiiin aud it bus been charged up to 
hi* own account. Now, this matter I want 
to investigate Furthermore, Mr. Moder¬ 
ator, iu relation to this Front*street job, I 
want lo say auother word. The board of 
•o lectin* n were well aware of the (act that 
on this jjh. or at least ou the day we went 
over there to get the s|>ecillcatiou*, I told 
the selectmen at that time that I bad been 
told that the job was already contracted 
(••r They laughed Ml me. Itut. as it 
turned out, what I then told them wa* so. 
aud I do not propose us a Die tuber of this 
town to accept auy such re|»ort, umll 
move that w*-do not acciqit the re|*ort of 
the seleetmi-U and overseers of the |»oor.

I won 1*1 move that the 
matters tliat have tieen discussed tier** in 
regard to the Selectmen and 8ufieriuteii- 
den» of Highways In* referred to the 
present lto*r«l of Selectmen, they t<» report 
at some future meeting. 1 think, Mr 
Moderator, It would !►« a great ileal better 
lo do tliat Ilian to have it go out tliat we 
had charge* made in tlie town by a mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Selectmen and oilier 
persona that we have hern doing tilings 
illegally.

Mr. Hawes. I wish to say a word In re 
lattontothe charge which n gentleman 
make* h« r e til relation to the laying out of 
the Front Street work, or the relocation of 
tliat street. It seems to me tliat what tin* 
gentleman states hero lie must know is 
liot correct. Tlie advertisement f• *r tliut 
job was placed iu tlie paper tlie same as 
any advertisement of specification* calling 
for proposals to do tlie work would lie. Mint 
every person in this town had a chance to 
hid. As a matter of •fad some of tin* 
gentlemen who pro|toscd to hid asked the 
selertmeti if they would g.* over the route 
with them at one time, uml a day w as set 
apart for it und all who wished 
go over the route with the select¬ 
men Imd the privilege of so tbiing 
and three, four nr live gentlemen did so. 
No one was asked nr compelled to go 
against his will. The advertisement was 
In tlie paper in ample time and every one 
had an equal chance to put iu Ins proposal 
under the notice, so 1 shv when thu gentle¬ 
man charges tliat there wa* any underhand 
work, lie charges w hat it alisnliilely false. 
The advertisement was nti*< which called 
(nr sealed proposals and all put tie* w ere 
uotltied of the time when they would be 
opened and read and every one w as there, 

or could have been there ,M see the opening 

and listen to the reading of thoso proposals. 
If auy ouu knew what was in those propos¬ 
als prior to tliat date, thu day they were 
opened, lie knew more than the selectmen 
knew. I do not know that the gentleman 
was aware of what w as at another man's 

oposul- 1 certainly did not ami 1 do not 

Itcve auy man knew w hat wus in the pro- 
|M»sals other than ids own. 

Iu relation to thu way tlie work has been 
doue ou tlie highway tlie gentleman found 
some fault ami made some criticism. It 
was not iiitetided to he under the contract. 
The gentlemun has only to look to last year 
when th** superintendent of streets, who 
had no other buslnes*, arranged this matter, 
aud he will find u precedent for putting the 
work iu in that manner. 

Mr. Dwyer. 1 would like to inquire of 
Mr. Hawes, the present member «>( the 
hoard of selectmen, if til*' building of tin* 
wall of Mr. Gardner's place was iuclildcd 
iu thu apeciflcutious which I went over the 
route uud figured on ami which was built 
by Mr. Gushing under the contract ' All 
these mutters will come out Iu the investi¬ 
gation. 

F. II. Ciisiiiug. I'- wa* not doue in con¬ 
nection with the finishing of the highway 
at all,—the removing of the w all. NVliuii 
we went over that work, we proceeded as 
In the advertisement in the Gazette. I 
placed the figures In the liumls of Mr. Dick* 
null, and my proposal read that I was ready 
to hulUl the road according to the spccillca- 
tlons in the Weymouth paper in the way I 
understood them. And I was notified 
through Mr. Hawes that the contract was 
mine. (Slight applause. I 

The Moderator. Anything further to be 
said ou tlie question? 

Mr. Farrell. Mr. Moderator, my sug¬ 
gestion, for my own part Is this I figured 
on this contract myself. I did not get it, 
but was perfectly satisfied, hilt I wish to 
impure us to this $1.71 which wus expended 
on Front Street on thu bridge. I find fault 
w ith the re|M»rt. It goes to work und *!*•*- 
cribes tlie iisymenls made, as for instance 
“paid Mr. Moore, $17»," ami does not say 
what quality or quantity of work was done 
This $1.7) was for tlie extension of the 
bridge outside of the contract. It was not 
advertised. That is my claim, und I could 
go further iu relation to tills work I wisli 
an explanation. You are all friends of 
mlue. It may have been a mistake. I 
wuut to know w hat the town got for tlie 
money, uud I cannot lind from thu report 
anything as to the quality or quantity of 
goods tliat lids town received for its 
money. 
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Mr. Hawes. What the gentleman says 
about part of the contract let out for $1.7) ts 
uudoiiltedly true. When the work hud 
arrived at thut |>oint in relation t*> the job, 
something had to he done. It was getting 
oil lieur cold weather hut it was uot goiug 
to make a satisfactory job w hen compi* ted, 
ami as I say it was getting neur the time 
when we should expert the ground to freeze 
up. aid us a matter of fact It did freeze lip 
liefore the work was fairly completed We 
hud not time to complete the s|H‘citlcatioua 
ami advertise them ami therefore two or 
three geutlemeu were asked to bring hi 
figures, which they did, and the work was 
given to u gentleman thoroughly relish!** 
ami who could finish thu work to the **alis 
fartiou of the board.

R(. A. 4 lino, In tlie March An ns 
between l!i70and IS’,to speahlngrelatively 
and in tound numbers, two mllllna men 
pace up farming and went to Join the 
gti at armv ••( tollers In hnr cities. Taking 
their families Into account, Mix mlliiob 
people from tlie (arm were added to'tin* 
popvtlathm of tlie town. or. to pat It In an 
other way, in IR7ff, in-cording to Carroll 
D. Wilght, ti; i j per cent of all the |ter*nns 
engaged in gainful occupation* were em¬ 
ployed In farming. I n pe.tO only 5ff.ll per 
cent were so employed. The farms lost 
10 percent In these twenty yeara. The 
smoe Cannes which produced that great 
movement of population to tlie towns nre 
still operative. The saute thing has taken 
place in Fit rope Such cities as Berlin 
and buda|>est have grow n In recent yean 
almost as rapidly as t 'hlcago or buffalo. 

For this tendency to leave the farm ami 
seek tils fortune in the town, it Is common 
to lay great hlamc on the shoulders of the 
farmer’* Imy He Is popularly aop|tnsed to 
he an uncommonly restless person, who. 
weary of the dull routine In which lie lias 
been reared, and attracted by tlie glare 
anti excitement of city streets and pleasure* 
leaves the plough lit tlio furrow, atul, with¬ 
out so miti-li a* • listing one look backward 
iii regret for sejiaratiou from old friends 
and aaaoclaUons. hastens to mingle in tin- 
strife nml turmoil of the town The fact is 
that, broadly speaking, men leave the 
farms because they are not needed there 
The ititriHhiciiottnl labor-saving machinery 
and ra|>id transportation has produced the 
same result In agriculture as in other kinds 
of manufacturing. A smaller number nl 
men working in our Melds turn out n much 
greater protlUct than the greater number «>l 
laborer* could possibly secure III olden 
tune*, and the product* of all lands, are 
easily carried to where they are needed. 
For a time in this country cheap land, su¬ 
perficial method* of cultivation, rapid 
development of farm machinery, and the 
swift Increase of population engaged in 
milling and inatiiilacturing. enabled our 
farmers to extend their u|»erNtions with 
profit, and to give employment to thou¬ 
sand* of new iiieii. lint gradually, and 
more rapidly within the past twenty-live 
years, invention has gatm d the mastery in 
agriculture a* In other art*. The brain of 
man has triumphed over his hand here us 
elsewhere Fucilgh Is produced to feed 
and clothe the world. Fewer workers jier 
acre are required The horse or the mu- 1 
chine, steam or electricity, bus taken the , 
place of the boy or the man.

This inscription says in unmistnl nl le 
language tlutt his majesty went in per¬ 
son to the gardcnH «»f l.uiiihini nml 
erected there this monolith “in t lie \ ■ ty 
h|m »1 where I/>rd liuddhn wan born." 

Now, many n search him lieen made 
for the fnniotiH gardens of l.uinhiti'.

Tradition t cIIh iis 
H int, they were in this very region, tv here 
the monolith was found, nml that th y 
were very near the ruins of 
Itypllwcston, "the city of red earth,” 
which the tribe of (akyns inhabited 
nml which wns In conseipieime the 
home of Cnkvn Inouni. ot herxx ise know ti 
ns liuddhn. 

This monolith, then, discovered 1 y 
Dr. l'alirer. Is evidently in the l-mg lost 
gardens of I.timldul, and in the tuimls 
of the pious Buddhists of Iml a there is 
not. the slightest doubt that it marks 
thehirthplaeeof the great Lord liuddhn.

OBITUARY. 

8AYIUKL AUSTIN BATKS. 

Samuel Austin Ihtje*. tlie venerable 
Town C’lerk «»f Itraintree, who has 
served in that ri**ponsible |K»*ltlnn for 
id unit 2.% years, «n* a tleacendnnt of 
Bldcr I-ahvard Hates of Boston and 
Weyinoiitb. Klder Hates came t«» Hos- 
ton In tho (irinin, Sept. 4, 103*1. He 
*oon after removed to Wej mouth and 
Avns one of the early settlers «»f Hint 
htstorie town. 

Samuel A. Hates was Inirn iu Itraiu- 
tree March 2.\ 1822, and i* Samuel «*f 
the seventh generation. 

The ancestors of the subject of (Ids 
sketch had all resided in Weymouth 
until his father's removal to Braintree 
m ISIS, four years previous to his birth. 

Mr. Hates was the third of a family 
of live childrejj. Miss Kllza A. Hates, 
the only other surviving member of the 
family, resides with him. IIis brother, 
David II. Bates, who tiled recently, 
was a prominent citizen and held many 
public ortlct-s. Mr. Hates received a 
common school education, attending 
the Middle street school, lie learned 
the shoemaker's trade nml for a great 
many years followed that trade, lie 
worked ill the eut.ing department of 
the late .1 K. Ilo!bro.-k'* factory l«*r 
.is years. 

Mr. Hates married Miss Mary II. Kit¬ 
tled Feb. 4, I84rt, ami for 40 years they 
enjoyed each others companionship. 
They have had two children, both boys. 
One son died and the other, Frank A. 
Hates, is superintendent of the gypsy 
moth commission, having charge of the 
district from Lynn to Marblehead. 

He was flrst elected town clerk iu 
IS*V», ami served two years. In 18“.’» ho 
was again elected to the olllce, and has 
been elected each successive year 
up to I he presold time. Ah 
town clerk Mr. Hates has attended 
many meetings, recorded hundreds of 
marriages, births and deaths. 

Mr.Hates was a member of the Hoard 
of Kogistrars, having served since I8S4; 
a justice of the peace, having received 
his lli.st commission from (lov. Hanks, 
and was for seven years on the school 
committee. lie was moderator of the 
town meetings previously to his pres¬ 
ent oiliee, and has served on many 
town committees. During the long 
term of his office he had never missed 
being present at the town meetings 
and attending to his duties. 

lie has performed a great deal of work 
oT a historical character anil otherwise, 
lie has indexed under the surnames 
the birth*, death*, marriages and inten¬ 
tions of marriage which have taken 
blui-c in the town from Iitfuto u 

period of 250 years, a large volume id 
700 pages, containing a list of 0075 per¬ 
sons married, 0121 births and 4.122 
deaths. 

He also wrote a history of Hraiiilree 
for tlie Norfolk County History; com 
piled a manual of thninemhers o( the 
I'ird Congregational society ol Brain 
tree; edited tho town records from Hilo 
to 1701 and has colba-tcd a vast i|Uaii- 
ility of interesting genealogy nl the 
following families: Orcutf, Hates, 
Thayer, French, Hobart. Hayward, 
Holbrook, Hayden, Dyer, llolli*. 
White* Wild, Wales, Allen, l'enuiman, 
HowdiU'h and Belcher. He delivered 
the address at the 250th anniversary of 
the town in 1880, and the Memorial ud- 
dress before the (fraud Army a few 
years ago. At the centennial aunivor- 
sary of the I’idled States, held In 
Braintree iu 1870. he read the original 
Declaration of Independence from the 
original record made by the town clerk 
of ii century before. 

After an extensive research, Mr. 
Hates discovered that the location of 
the llrst iron works iu America was in 
Braintree. Till* location was contrary 
to that of several well known histoiiuns 
but was substantiated by no less an 
authority than Hon. Hobert ( . Win 
tliroji, Jr. This location is the saint- 
privilege as is now owned by Morrison 
Bros, on the Monatit|uol river. These 
works preceded those e.-Jahlishcd lit 
Lynn about one year. 

At the hearing of tho cedebrated case 
of the Braintree Water Sipply Com¬ 
pany vs. the town of Braintree, Justice 
Field presiding, Mr. Hate* w as compll- 
mented by his honor for the full and 
complete record which lie had made 
bearingujionfthejwatcr question. At 
the 26oth anniversary Mr. Hate* wa* 
congratulated by tho high state digni¬ 
taries present .’upon the excellence of 
his address, which led (ion. Butler to 
remark ill hi* speech that that was tin- 
second time that Mr. Hate* hud been 
complimented by tin highest judicial 
and t ivil ollieials o| the commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. 

Mr. Hates was uihliuled with the b 1 
lowing organization*: .Norfolk '.'nun 
Lodge of Free Ma-oii*. of w tiich he 
was a Fast Master; Feutulpha Chapter, 
K. A. M . u Fn-t High Fricst; South 
shore ( ommuitdery, K. T., a R2d de 
gree Mason and a member of the Ma*- 
sichusettk Comdstory; honorary mem 
her of the (>!d ( olony Historical Sm n-ty 
of Taunton, ami u member of the 
(Juincy ami Weymouth Historical Socie¬ 
ties.* lie is also ail ancient Odd Fellow.

Mr < *n«ker was, nt tin- lime of Ida death, 
tin- only survivor of that little hand of 
Irishmen who took up their residence In 
Weymouth sway bark In the thirties and 
the first half of Ilia fourth decade of the 
llkli century, and antedated by many 
years any native of Ireland now living in 
town. In fact he was one of the pioneers 
of that sturdy ham! of settlers from the 
Green Isle who eaiua to Massachusetts 
dining the first half of the century, and 
was. wttli one or two exception*! the ftrnt 
1 1 settle permanently in Weymouth 

lie was horn In Clonmel, Co. Tiperary, 
Ireland. In IHIH, when about |t» years of 
age he h-ft Ids native land and entile to the 
stiores of America, landing at 8t. Johns, 
New Ituinswli-k. There he obtained em¬ 
ployment In u logging camp, where lie r« • 
••Mined for some time, Imt finding the 
rough nml txilsterous ways of the loggers 
not agreeable to one of Ids quiet and re 
tiring disposition, In- left there and came 
to Boston 

Upon Ids arrival In ihr eapilal city of 
Massachusetts he learned that Joseph 
I*oud »X t’o. of Weymouth wanted some 
Isltorers to go there to engage hi building 
a dam for a grist mill which they were 
erecting in that town, where tin* Isinglass 
factory now stands. Iu company with 
three other men of Ins own race lie look 
passage upon the packet which then ran 
between llostnn mid this town, and In due 
time arrived at baud'* wtnrf 

His companions were Daniel Nolan amt 
two brothers named Hurley. Tim Hurley's 
did not lemaiu iu tills town for a great 
length of time, lint the other two tH-came 
permanent residents of the town, married 
Imre aud raised fatnille*. Mr. Nolan died 
many years ago. The date of their arrival 
is not definitely known to the writer of 
till* tint it was sometime tsdwei-n 1 *-'•(• and 
Ikp.i. When they came to Weymouth there 
were toil a very few of th re fellow coun¬ 
trymen residing here, and with one excep¬ 
tion. these two were the first Irishmen to 
nettle permanently in this town whoso de- 
condants are living here today. John 
Moran, who lived at Hast Weymouth 
previous to the coining of Mr. Nolan and 
Mr. t'roker has sons and daughters living 
In town today, unit may In- safely called 
the pioneer of the Irish race in Weymouth, 
with Messrs. Croki-r amt Nolan next. 

Before even Mr. Moran’s time there was 
n native of Ireland living in Weymouth, 
who died w ithout leaving any Issue. His 
name was Charles Washington, familiarly 
culled “Charlie’' Washington, and several 
of the older residents iu tin* vicinity of

Young t'roker when he came to Wey- 
iimulli wit* small for Ids age, ami looked
